July 1—(Spectal.)—Repre- 
e Carter Tate and his forces in the 
house won a signal victory today when 
the senate conferees on the navel appro- 
priation biil, after a stubborn fight, yteld- 
ed to the Georgian’s amendment provid- 
ing for the construction in & government 
navy yard of at least one of the new bat- 
tle ships authorized in the bill. The sen- 
ate had provided that all the new ships 
should be built by contract, as has been 
the custom in the past, and its conferees 
receded from their position only after a 
stubborn resistance which lasted for s#ev- 
eral weeks. i 

Representative Tate’s amendment is of 
considerable importance in view of the 
fact that if the experiment of 
bullding ships {th the government 
navy yards proves successful the 
present contract system under which 
the shipbuilders are reaping such 
a rich harvest from the government will 
be abandoned, and all war vessels here- 
after will be built in the government's 
own yards. Mr. Tate succeeded in get- 
ting his provision tn the house only by 
an overthrow of the leadership and he 
has had a fight all along the Hne to keep 
it aboard the bill. His persistent effo 
in this direction will probably result in 
saving to the government annually of 
millions of dollars. 

The compromise agreement authorizes 
the construction of one battle ship in a 
government yard, and also others in case 
of emergency, the provision being as fol- 
lows: af 

“The secretary of the navy shall build 
one of the battle ships authoriged by this 
act in such navy yard as he may desig- 
nate and he shall build all the vessels 
herein authorized {n' such navy yards as 
he may designate, should it reasonably 
appear that thé pergons, firms or cor- 
porations, or the agents thereof bidding 
for the construction of any of sald ves- 
sels, have entered into any combination, 
agreement or understanding the effect, 
object ‘or purpdése of which is to deprive 
the government of fair, open and unre- 
stricted competition im letting contracts 
for the. cohstructién of any said ves- 


seis."* 

There is an appropriation of $175,000 for 
the equipment of each navy yard to be 
used for constructing any of the ships. 
The conference report was adopted by 


both houses.

LOUIS DISBROW IS ARRAIGNED. 


Enters Plea of Not Guilty and De- 
mands Immediate Trial. 

New York, July 1.—Louis Disbrow, who 
surrendered himself to the.authorities of 
Riverhead, L. I., last, night, to answer 
charges growing out of the deaths of 
Clarence’ Foster and Miss Sarah Law- 
rence, at Good Ground, L. L., was taken 
from the Riverhead jail today for ar- 
raignment at Southampton.

Washington, July 1.—After a session 
marked by some of the stormiest debates 
ever heard in the American congress, 
the senate adjoutned sine die at 6:30 this 
afternoon. 

During the last hours of the session 
there was a tart débate on the Philip- 
pines question, participated in by Messrs. 
Carmack, of Tennessee; Spooner, of Wis- 
consin; Culberson, of Texas; McComas, 
of Maryland, and Lodge, of Massachu- 
setts. The conference report on the Phil- 
ippine government bill was adopted with- 
out very serious opposition, and when the 
decks of the senate were cleared for ad- 
journnient Mr. Carmack called up his res- 
olution providing for a continuance of the 
investigation of the Philippine commit- 
tee, and for a visit to the Philippine is- 
lands by. the committee during the prea- 
ent summer. This started the trouble, 
and for more than an hour a battle 
of words was waged. The resolution was 


| refeered to a committee, thus effectually 


killing it. 

Just before adjournment, the usual res- 
Olutions were adopted, including one of- 
fered by Mr. Cockrell, the venerable dem- 
ocrat of Miesouri, cordially thanking 
President Pro Tem. Frye for “the dig- 
nified, impartial and courteous manner 
in which he had presided over the de- 
liberations of the eenate.” After the 
adoptoin of the resolution, Mr. Frye de- 
Hvered a feeling response and then de- 
clared. the senate adjourned without 
day. 

Cost of Philippine War. 

During the discussion of the Philip- 
pine bill, Mr. Culberson, of Texas, said 
the report of the secretary of war indicat- 


1902, the expenditures for the army were

000,000 were expended in the Philippines. 
This statement Mr. Culberson questioned 
and figured up an expenditure by the 
United States of. $222,436,406 on account of 
the Philippines, and even these figures, 
he said, did not include some of the ex- 
penditures made for the Philippines, 

Mr. Patterson, of Colorado, referred 
to Admiral Dewey’s testimony concerning 
the agreement for the surrender of Manila 
before the attack of August 13, 1898. He 
said this understanding proved that no 
American soldier shoul@ be killed, but 
that, notwithstanding this agreement, 
General Merritt permitted the soldiers 
to make the assault without any knowl- 
édge of the agreement. He asserted that 
this revelation calls for a courtmartial 
or a board of inquiry. 

Mr. Carmack, in support of his reso- 
lution, said the committee on Philippines 
had not considered it. A large part of 
the inveStigation by the committee had 
been a farce, and the investigation had 
been ‘choked, strangled and destroyed. 
There had been no investigation.” 

In reply to Mr. Carmack, Mr. Spooner 
declared that “the attack made upon the 
army by the minority of the Philippine 
committee and. of the senate was: not only 
a ‘farce,” as it*had been termed, but a 
wicked and cruel farce.”’ 

Spooner Attacks Minority. 

Mr. Spooner asserted that it was the 
fault of the minority that the investiga- 
tion had been, as stated, a farce. The 
echeme of the minority had been found 
to be a mistake. The democrats had 
mistaken the temper of the American peo- 
ple. 
suasive with the American people, be- 
cause they did favor attacks upon the 
army composed of men “far, far away— 
men who are brave, and human because 
they are brave.”’ 

Mr. Lodge, chairman of the committee, 
made an extended statement of the work 
of the committee. He did not think any- 
thing was to be gained by a continuance 
of the investigation during the summer. 

“The case has gone to the American 
people. We will hear from them next No- 
vember. We will make the appeal if the 
other side doeg not. I think I Know what 
the verdict will be."’ 

Mr. Carmack said that if it were prop- 
er he would denounce Mr. Spooner’s re- 
marks as the “merest balderdash.”’ 

“The fact remains,” he said, ‘‘that the 
committee failed to perform its duty and 
deliberately suppressed the purposes of 
the investigation.”’ 


He denied the charge that the minority 
of the Philippine committee had assajl- 
ed the army. 

“Any fool,’’ he declared, ‘‘could utter 
such a calumny, and any parrot could be 
taught to repeat it.”’

Queen Reviews Troops. 

The reappearance today of Queen 
Alexandra ag a participant in a public 
ceremony practically marks the end of 
the period of anxiety caused by King Ed- 
ward’s condition. Her presence at. the; 
review of the. colonial troops by ‘the 
prince of Wales greatly increased public 
enthusiasm over what, in itself, was a 
Picturesque and interesting event. Up- 
ward of 2,500 colonials were brought in 
from the various encampments and 
marched through great crowds down 
Constitution hill, which was lined with 
troops, past Buckingham palace, which 
for a week has been the center of such 
supreme interest, and along the Mal! to 
the horse guards’ parade. 

The contingent present represented all 

parts of the British empire with the ex- 
ception of India, whose troops will be 
separately reviewed tomorrow. The Ca- 
nadian detachment numbered 600 men and 
was far the largest body on parade. The 
smallest detachment consisted of three 
natives of the island of St. Lucila. Bor- 
neo, Ceylon, Fiji, the West Indies gen- 
erally, Cyprus, the Gold Coast, Nigeria, 
Uganda and other remote colonies were 
represented by native troops, in clothing 
of striking variety,’ while straight from 
the fighting Mne in South Africa were 
details from the Canadian scouts, Kitche- 
ner’s horse and contingents from a num- 
ber of local levies raised during the war. 

Salvos of Cheers. 

The queen, while on her way from the 
palace to the horse guards, was .greeted 
with salvos of cheers, which increased 
in strength as spectators ..noticed that 
the ordeal of the past week had but lit- 
tle affected her m@jesty’s health and 
noted the absence of any signs of anxiety 
as she cheerily acknowledged the con- 
gratulations of the public at the uninter- 
rupted progress of the king. 

The troops marched quickly past oe) 
queen’s carriage, the prince of Wales re- 
ceiving the salute. The queen then p Aric | 
slowly in and out of the lines and the 
prince of Wales closely tmspected the 
troops ang @ismounted and conferred 
medals and crosses on those who had 


merited the honor, shaking hands with | 


the recipients of the Victoria crosses. 

Then followed the most picturesque 
feature of the day. The duke of Con- 
naught, at the head of the troops and 
facing the prince of Wales, in clear 
tones gave the command, “The parade 
will give three cheers for the king,” and 
himself started the “Hip, hip.”’ In a see- 
ond the refrain was taken up and there 
rose cheers such as London seldom hears, 
the sound of which must have reached 
almost to the royal sick room, half a 
mile away. Helmets, caps and campaign 
hats rose in waving confusion at the 
bayonet’s point and the assembled crowds 
joined in with equal vigor. A man in the 
Canadian ranks shouted: ‘‘And a tiger,’’ 
at which the troops and crowd once 
more yelled themselves hoarse. 

After this the life guards rode past the 
queen’s carriage, to the accompaniment 
of “God Save the King,’’ and cheers not 
unmingled with tears of the women, 
many of whom were deeply affected.

Fireman Broadwater was _§ terribly 
ecalded in the collision by the escaping 
steam. His body was also badly man- 
gied. He was removed quickly to the 
Macon hospital, but died soon after 
reaching there. 

The two engineers are the most seri- 
ously hurt. Their injuries are very pain- 
ful, and it is feared may prove fatal. 
Yard Conductor Green was riding on 
one of the engines at the time of the 
collision, but his injuries are not con- 
sidered dangerous. 

The two engines were switching trains 
of freight cars. They were both going 
at a rapid rate of speed in order to clear 
the way for the passenger train, which 
was due. Both locomotives ran onto the 
game track going in opposite directions, 
and before the speed of either could be 
checked the crash had come, 

The freight cars nearest the two en- 
gines soon caught fire, and it was neces- 
gary to call out the city fire department 
to check the flames, which threatened to 
destroy the cars. 

The responsibility for the accident can- 
not be placed at this time.

Money. Demanded from John Black 
and W. H. Cowart in Bank- , 
ruptcy Case. 


Columbus, Ga., July 1—(Special.)—Judge 
William T. Newman has passed orders di- 
recting the arrest of John Black and W. 
H. Cowart, both of Colquitt county, 
Georgia, on the charge of contempt.

limit of human life has been extended 
from thirty-one years to something 
over thirty-five years. Improved sani- 
tary conditions, as well as advanced 
methods in the treatment of diseases, 
have brought about this change for 
the better. 

But the disclosures which the med- 
ical records of the country make may, 
perhaps, surprise some of us who 
have been laboring under the delu- 
sion that the science of medicine was 
progressing uniformly in all direc- 
tions and extracting the. deadly virus

monia continue to play foul havoc 
with the human family; and these 
three maladies are more destructive 
to the adult population of the country 
than all others combined.

the history of every case, Will show 
that some time prior to the develop- 
ment of pneumonia the patient was in 
some crowded apartment where the 
germ was taken into the system. 

If this is really the correct theory 
in regard to the development of pneu- 
monia, it is-easy to account for the 
increasing ravages of the disease by 
the constantly increasing density of 
our population, and if the march of 


this malignant disorder is checked, it 


must be accomplished by the. adop- 
tion of sanitary precautions designed 
to lessen the opportunities for the 
distribution of the germ; :but exactly 
how this is to be done we will leave it 
for the scientific experts to decide.

M Opinion handed down by Judge 
Emory Speer this-morning in the case 
‘of the interstate commerce commission 
versus the Louisville and Nashville Rail- 
road Company, the Florida Central and 
Peninsular Railroad Company‘ and the 
Savannah, Florida and Western Railroad 
Company: 

The: suit originated as follows: The 
Savannah bureau of freight and trans- 
portation and nime other complainants 
who described themselves as ‘general 
merchants, naval stores manufd@®turers 
and cotton shippers,’ made complaint to 
the commission against the defendant 
companies. The complainants allege that 
they and all other shippers of cotton anda 
naval stores from points on the Pensacola 


fand Atlantic division of the Louisville 


and Nashville railroad had been subject- 
ed to undue and unreasonable prejudice 
and disadvantages because of the freight 
rates charged. 

Before the interstate commerce com- 
mission it was complained that the 
freight rates charged upon shipments 
from stations on the Pensacola and At- 
lantic division to Savannah were unjust 
and unreasonable in themselves; furthei, 
that such rates were relatively unjust 
and unreasonable when compared with 
the rates charged from the same stations 
to Pensacola, Mobile and New Orleans. 
Consequently it was alleged that the com- 
plainants and all shippers of like situa- 
tion were subjected to unjust discrimina- 
tion and were made to suffer undue and 
unreasonable prejudice and disadvantage; 
that this redounded to undue and unrea- 
sonable preference an advantage to the 
mercantile communities of Pensacola, 
Mobile and New Orleans and to the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Com- 
pany. . 

Upon consideration of the evidence sub- 
mitted to it the commission found that 
the respondents were violating sections 
1 and 3 of the act to regulate commerce. 
To arrest these violations the commis- 
sion ordered that the respondents should 
desist from charging a rate to Savannah 
of $3.30 per bale of 500 pounds of uncom- 
pressed cotton from any atation on the 
Pensacola and Atlantic division, and 
should not charge for such haul more 
than $2.75 per bale, and that respondente 
should not charge from the stations men- 
tioned a rate to Savannah which should 
exceed by more than 25 cents per bale 
the rate charged from the same stations 
to New Orleans. 

Relative to naval stores the commission 
ordered that respondents should desist 
from charging on shipments of car load 
lots of these products from the stations 
mentioned to Savannah a rate of 24 1-4 
cents per 100 pounds of rosin and 38 1-2 
cénts per ®®8 pounds of turpentine, such 
rates being declared to be unlawful. The 
commission also ordered that the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad Company de- 
sist from charging on car load ship- 
ments of rosin from the stations men- 
tioned via River Junction to Savannah 
any higher rate per 100 pounds for its 
service fo River Junction than at the 
Same time it ‘gharged or recelved for the 
transportation of car loads of rosin to 
Pensacola for approximately the same 
distances. The commission further or- 
dered that the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad should desist from charging 
for its service to River~Junction any 
higher rates per one hundred pounds on 
Shipments of turpentine in car-load lots 
from, Mossy Head and other westerly 
stations on the. Pensacola -and Atlantic 
division via River Janction to Savannah, 
than it contemporaneously charged for 
the transportation to Pensacola, of tur- 
pentine in car loads, for approximately 
the same distances. 

The rates complained of are those 
charged on uncompressed cotton and on 
naval stores. The term “naval stores” 
includes . rosin, turpentine, products. of 
crude turpentine, tar and rosin oil, but 
rosin and turpentine are the only prod- 
ucts involved in this controversy. The 
commissi finds that’the grading and 
inspection at Savannah is more likely 
to be accurate. 

The report of the commission affords 
a table which clearly shows the preju- 
dicial character of these rates against 
Savannah anj in favor of Pensacola. On 
a shipment of rosin from Sneads to Sa- 
vannah the I4uisville and Nashville 
would receive 75 cents per barrel for a 
haul of 6 milesy while the Savannah, 
Florida and Western would receive only 
461-4 cents for hauling the same harrel 
259 miles to Savannah. On a shipment

to $3.30 per bale, while the rate to New 
Orleans remained at $2.50 per bale. Of 
the $2.75 rate to Savannah, the Lopls- 


ville and Nashville received $1.7 for the _ 


haul to River Junction, while the con- 
necting lines to Savannah received only 
$l per bale. The commission condemns 
this entire through rate of $3.30 per bale, 
as excessive. That it is relatively 
prejudicial to Savannah and preferential 
in favor of New Orleans. is also true. 
The average distance from stations on 
the Pensacola and Atlantic division toe 
Savannah is 3391-2 miles, while the 
average distance from the same stations 
to New Orleans is 326 miles. This makes 
the average distance to Savannah only 
13 1-2 miles greater, and yet the Savannah 
rate exceeds the New Orleans rate by 9% 
cents a bale. We find that it costs more 
to ship coton from River Junction to 
Savanah, 259 miles, ‘than it does to ship 
cotton from Sneads, a station on the 
Pensacola and Atlantic, 6 miles’ from

n conclusion Judge Speer states: 

“It may be said generally that in this 
case the usual plea of competition is 
neither set up nor available to sustain 
these rates. The discriminations against 
Savannah are practically admitted by the 
respondents. The sole justification relied 
upon is the promotion of the interest of 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad by 
building up a near by pert, and further 


by securing the long hau] from Pensacola — 


toward the northwest. But considera- 
tions of this character cannot justify 
rates unreasonable and excessive and in 
violation of section 1 of the law. Nor 
can they justify rates unduly prejudical 
to one locality and unduly preferential 
to another in violation of section § of 
the law. Nor has a railway company en- 
gaged in Interstate and foreign com- 
merce the right or authority to enact 
rates which are actually prohibitory to 
traffic in one direction without regard 
to the wishes of the shippers or the fair 
opportunity of a community thus preju- 
diced to promote its commercial pros- 
perity. In all cases it must be regarded 
as true that discriminations made for 
the purpese of promoting the interest of 
the carrier are subservient to the inter- 
ests of the general public and to the 
principles of justice in such matters 
sought to be attained by the purpose of 
congress to regulate gommerce. It ig 
self evident that rates which would give 
to producers and manufacturers on the 
Pensacola and Atlantic the competitive 
benefit of the Savannah market would bé 
more conducive to their business and 
prosperity than rates which confined 
them to the Pensacola market, and while 
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it is true that a. carrier has the-rightges? -% 


to exact a fair return for the public 
utilities it affords, the public is entitled 
to exact that ne more be required of it 
for the use of such utilities than the 


services rendered are reasonably worth, ~ 


and where there is a plain and irrecon- 
cilable conflict between the interest of 
the public and the interest of the car- 
rier the former must prevail. 

“In this case an injunction will be 
granted against each and all of the re. 
spondent companies so that the order of 
the commission may be enforced. This 
is made necessary by the fact that the 
rates to Savannah which are declared to 
be unreasonable and prejudicial are joint 
through rates of all the defendants. Such 
rates must be construed as entireties. It 
follows necessarily that each carrier who 
is & member of the through line must be 
regarded as severally as well as jointly 
responsible for the unfair and oppressive 
rate. While this unfairness appears to be 
attributable to the exactions made by the 
Louisville and Nashville, the other mem- 
bers by their assent are joint participants 
in the wrong.”’

TRYING CONDITION FOR CROPS 


High Temperatures and Lack of 
. Moisture Experienced. 


COTTON HOLDING OUT WELL 


All Varieties of Fruit Are Inferior, 
but the Melon Crop Is One of 
the Finest of Recent Years. 


The following report on the crops of 
Georgia is issued for the week ending 
June 30: 

Despite the abundant rains which fell 
in nearly all localities=during the week 
ended June 23, the reports of correspond- 
ents’ for the current week indicate that 
in general] all crops are in need of more 
moisture, especialty in the northwestern 
counties. The present week gave rather 
trying conditions, as in conjunction with 
the high temperature and lack of precip- 
itation there was also an occurrence of 
parching winds which took moifure from 
the soil and withered vegetation to a 
considerable extent. On Monday a heavy 
and warm northwest gale swept over the 
State, and this will doubtless still fur- 
ther increase the damage. Cotton is ap- 
parently holding out well, but made very 
little growth during the week and would 
be benefited by rain; it is blooming quite 
freely in the northern and middle sec- 
tions and bolling in the southern coun- 
ties. A few scattering complaints are 
made of shedding and dropping, and there 
is almost universal complaint of damage 
by lice. On the whole, however, the 
crop jis still regarded as in a promis- 
ing congition. Corn has been laid by in 
many sections and early flelds are com: 
ing into. maturity in the south. Rice 
and sugar Cane are progressing favorably. 
Large shipments of watermelons are be- 
ing made and this crop is spoken of as 
an. excellent one... All varieties’ of fruit 
are inferior. fhe’ harvesting of wheat 
and oats.is practically completed in the 
majority. of counties; in some. sections 


} the quality of the grain is good, but the 


yield is short everywhere. Garden, truck 
farms and pastures have failed material- 
ly in all sections.

Worth—Conditions favorable for crops, al- 
though no rain fell during the week; corn be- 
ing laid by; melons shipped. ‘ 


The Weather and the Crops. 


Chicago, July |.—Reports received here to- 
day frdm the grain states most affected by the 
heavy June rains indicate that the crop situa- 
tion is not so discouraging as it has been 
painted in many quarters. This was feflect- 
ed in the grain pits.today, for. while the 
markets were firm at the opening and for 
some time following the excitement of yester- 
day seemed to have subsided and there was 
a disposition to place much faith in the fre- 
storative effects of warmer weather which 
was reported in some sections and was be- 
lieved to be on the way in other places. Ohio, 
Michigan, Kansas, Nebraska, Oklahoma and 
Indien Territory crops .were said to: be gen-. 
erally in a favorable condition. Damage gen- 
erally, it is said, would. be largely repaired 
by warm weather in July. The lowlands of 
Illinois appear to havé® been the worst suf- 
ferers. while Iowa is exnected to have stood 
the weather with reitffarkable success. There 
were raing west and nerthwest last night and 
the forecast is for shgwers over the central 
valley and lake region within the next twen- 
ty-four hours. 31. 

Des Moines, Iowa, duly |].—Director Sgge, of 
the lowa weather bureau and crop service, de- 
clares that the Iowa crops are. standing the 
cold weather and the heavy rains remarkably 


well. 

Topeka, Kans., June |.—An inch and a 
quarter of rain fell last night tn Cloud and 
Bourbon “counties, with showers in the cen- 
tral portions of the state. The wheat harvest 
is practically over, though retarded in the 
extreme west by coel weather.

Its trackage rights 
over the Plant system between Savannah. 
and Jacksonville give it an addition of 
172 miles. By the accession of the two tie 
total mileage of the ‘Southern is put 
above the seven thousand mark-7,087.79.
